by the K striking coal miners of (he 
northern Colorado fields, who were rwn- 
tenced to a year each In the county jail 
at Denver by District Judge CJrceley 
W. Whifford. 
The court held that 


Judge Whitford had rightly assumed 
jurisdiction in the case when he grant- 
ed the Injunction asked by the Northern 
Colo-ado Coal and Coke company re- 
straining striking miners in Boulder 
county from Interfering with nonunion 
men. 


It \\as the violation of this Injunc- 


tion tnat resulted In tlie contempt 
sentences. 


Contention was made by tho attor- 


neys for the company'that Inasmuch 
as the main offices of the company 
were located in Denver vand also that 
the main offices of the minors' union 
weie in this city and the strike was bc- 
ng directed from ths union's main of- 
fices; the damage, 1C any, to the com- 
pany, was being effected In Denver, 
and therefore Demer courts had Juris- 
diction. This contention was upheld 
>y the supreme court today. Justices 
White, Musser^nd Hill dissented. 


The 
to appeal to the supreme 


court on the merits of the contempt 
s^ntenscs is not affected by today's 
ruling. Three <>.«unds for appeal re- 
main td the imprisoned men, a*mely: 
That there was no contempt; that the 
convicted men were denied trial by 
lury; that the sentences of one year 
each were too severe.

of taxes until March 13 or April 1.

A number of taxpayers 
have been under the impression that 
the extensions of time for payment, 
without the addition of interest pen- 
alty, has been a discretionary matter 
on the part of the county treasurer 
but the letter of the auditor of state 
calls <o the attention of county com- 
missioners and county treasurers the 
statutes making the interest penalty 
operative wUh respect to the unpaid 
first half of taxes March 1 -and the 
second half on Aupait 1.

MONOPOLIES. 


WHEN . Gifford 
Pinchot, then Chief 


Forester of the United States, first called 
attention to the danger of a waterpower 
monopol} 
a trust more to be dreaded 


than an\ that has yet been formed 
the' 


concentration of the country's xvaterpower 
resources in a few hands had not yet 
reached formidable proportions, although 
if was progressing at a rapid pace, and cer- 
tain big interests had secured control of the 
principal sources of waterpower in numer- 
ous states. 
As a result of Mr. Pinchot's 


efforts and those of the other public-spfr- 
ited men, in and out of public office, who 
believe that the people should and must be 
protected against monopolistic aggression, 
it is hardly to be doubted now that the 
efforts of the power grabbers to further 
invade the public domain \v ill fail. 


The policv adyocated by President Taft, 


which follows the lines on which the Na- 
tional Conservation Association has made 
its fight, will keep control of powersites 
permanently in the hands of the govern- 
ment, and in vieu of the popular agitation 
the state governments, as a whole, may 
perhaps be depended upon to guard their 
power resources similarl}. 
The hue and 


cry about the invasion of the rights of the 
states has not )et died down entirely by 
any means, but that much of the agitation 
is simply a cloak for the covering up of 
sinister designs is becoming more general!} 
understood. State officials who are against 
Federal sovereignty as a matter of prin- 
ciple are having their eyes opened to th'e 
fact that when it comes down to practice 
the main point is not who administers cer- 
tain policies, but who gets the benefit of 
them 
the people or the monopolists. 


But even though, the public domain is 


protected, the process of concentration is 
going on in every branch of industry, and 
apparently it is as irresistible as the tides of 
the sea. The power monopolists are gob- 
bling up everything in sight; the lumber 
monopolists, at> shown in the report of the 
Commissioner of Corporations a few days 
ago, are rapidly getting a strangle hold on 
the timber resource* of the country; the 
railroad monopolKb, .is indicated bv the 
recent Missouri Pacftic deal, whereby -the 
Goulds relinquish control in favor of 
Standard Oil and Kuhn-Lueb interests, are 
rapidly 
hrinsjing under one centralized 


management the leading suterrib connect- 
ing Atlantic and Pacific and Lakes, and Gulf. 
For every tru^t \\liose operation^ the gov- 
ernment's light on (rusts bring* to light, 
there are dozens whose existence is not 
suspected, and other do?ens so organized 
.tnd conducted that the law apparent!) can- 
not touch them.

Conceritration of capital and centralized 


control of industry are not in themselves to 
be inveighed against, for they make for 
econom), efficiency and industrial prog- 
ress; but there is a danger hardly to be 
overestimated in the abuse of the almost 
limitless power which the tendencies of the 
present indicate will eventually rest in the 
hands of a very few,

Prof. Hugo Munsterberg's experience with Amer- 


ican reporters leads him to the conclusion, which 
he sets forth in McCIure's magailne, that they are 
given to willful Invention atfd grotesque exaggera- 
tion. Am6ng "reckless reporters" he includes trained 
men who "have gone through the high school of 
reporterdom and ^required a new Instinct by which 
they see and h«ar only that which can create a sen- 
sation," and whose reports become not only care- 
less, but "hopelessly distorted." The Harvard pro- 
fessor of psychology regards his 
experience as 


"probably typical." There Is better reason to be- 
lieve that It Is exceptional. It Is at least contrary 
to the experience of most public men who have 
much to do with reporters. Newspaper reports of a 
subtle psychological hypothesis 
may" conceivably 


conkUn errors of fact due to an unfamtltarlty with 
technical terms, and It Is equally possible that a re- 
porter's sense of humor might lead him to treat an 
advanced theory of speculatlvo thought with too lit- 
tle seriousness.

FOR AUTO CONTESTS 


SAN J'KANCISCO, Feb. It— Preparai 


tlons are rapidly nearinj completion 
for an automobile road race over, the 
Almeda county boulevard on February 
£2 which promises to take rank .with 
the blue ribbon events 'of the country. 
While the east Is buried In snow and 
thou-vids of cars are laid up for the 
winter, the California drivers are al- 
ready tu«lng up their machines for this 
great contest • Nearly a score of cars 
will compete in. this race, which will b« 
divided Into three separate contests. 
Arrangements are being W»de for th« 
closing of the road* over' which the 
race will be held and for the policing 
of the highway on. the day of the event 
by state troops. 


The course over which this race will 


be held is composed of tho finest 
stretch of boulevard in the state of 
California. 
There, are few better, la 


the country. It consists of an irreg- 
ular parallelogram along the valley 
and foothllsl of Alameda county be- 
tween San Leandro and Hayward. Oh« 
circuit of the course Is about 10.$ miles. 
The road throughout most of the 
course is wide and the turns for tha 
most part are long and easy. With tha 


n of four turns that are almost 


right angles, tho entire course can be 
covered at nearly top (peed. Although 
the course Is fast, its general topo- 
graphy Is such as to test the skill of 
drivers and the endurance of the cars.

Thcro are extensive 'deposits in the 


Ural mountains of Russia. At Ekat- 
erinburg a true asbestos of fine and 
silky texture is found, this fiber being 
valuable for spinning on account of its 
tensile strength. 
Mongolia, -Siberia, 


Finland, Queensland; South Australia, 
Now South Wales, and New Zealand 
have deposits which have not yet been 
extensively worked. A lavender-blue 
fiber is mined in South Africa which 
differs from other varieties, not only 
In color but In Its specific gravity. 
which Is lower. This fiber has great 
strength and other good qualities and 
Is becoming- a strong competitor of the 
Canadian product. 


The production of Russian asbestos 


has been pushed forward at even a 
greater rate thifn the African fiber. In 
1WJ. 45 tons w«re shipped from 
the 


South African mines, and in 1909, 200 
tons «er« exported ut an estimated 
value of I12&.QOO. In 1907 the Itussfan 
mines produced over 10,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 1.000 tons in 1MO. and tb«y 
are rapidly increasing their annual out- 
put. Not over 100,000 tont of asbestos 
are now used annusfly. 


For the most part asbestos Is mined 


from open pits. The top soil Is re- 
moved and the mlnernl blasted Into 
pieces suitable for handling. 
Three 


cents worth of explosive will toowc a 
ton of roek. It Is dressed by removing 
the ndherinr rock with hammers, after 
which it Is crushed and broken so as 
to release the fiber.

tho temperatures arc relatively high. 
Field colls for railway and other motors 
have their llfo decidedly increased in 
this way, as a greater temperature rite 
may be allowed than Is permissible 
when ordinary cotton 
Insulation 
is 


used. For this purpose, round wire U 
wound with asbestos thread or tape, 
and tlic whole coitcd with a heat- 
proof cement, vhich maUcs a fairly 
homogeneous covering. Thl.i wire and 
flat ribbon similarly Insulated are used 
to borne ejiient for armature windings.

The new system is styled the 
Air 


Alarm. Its basis consists of a small 
hollow 'wire of copper 
alloy, 
one- 


eighth of an inch in diameter 
and 


containing a tiny Insulated wire. 


The hollow wire acts as a conductor 


for the air whose expansion causes a 
fire ularm to sound. The tiny wire is 
known as the trouble wire. 
If for 


any reason the hoty>w wire is cut or 
broken, the result Is that an electric 
circuit Is also broken, tvhlch causes 
the little wire to send a 
"trouble 


alarm" to the headquarter* of 
the 


alarm company. - Fire headquarters 
hears nothing, unless there happens 
to be a real fire at the time the wire 
breaks, or is cut

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HE working of initials Is becoming 


the vogue as tho months go by 
and the housewife and mlas arc

REFINISHING A TABLE TOP 


T 


IIEKE arc a number of ways in which a pottery 


sconce may Unmade, You might use a plaster of 
parts mold which any worker in plaatrr parls 


would make for you from a sconce you might buy or build 
from clay. You might turn tho lower eaucor or base and 
Uio shield on a whotl, building the handle on afterward 
Or you might build tiro entire piece by Iwnd. Usually 
lha amateur potter lias no wheel, and 
for this rca«on he will consider the Utbt 
method only, in this article. 
.With a comp»'«, on a piece of rough 
manila ptp*r. draw a circle four and 
one-half inches acrow. Build up, piece 
by piece, a smooth, flat base about one* 
<(uarter of an inch high. Around this 
Guild an upright wall or flange an inch 
high. Use small piece* of clay, press 
each one carefully one upon '.••« other, 
being aura that no airspace* He between 
the WU of clay. Make tho part to hold 
the candle about an inch and a quarter 
high. Have a canrtle at hand to flt into 
it, so as to be sure It will flt later on. 


About one-third of the circumference of tine tj**e Is 


taken up in the ehleld, Becin building this piece by 
piece, as *ho*n in the Illustration. 
Do not bother 


about smoothing it off, but build while the clay 1s 
•oft enough to be pliable yet stiff enough to hold 1U 
shape. The Hbleld is about ( Inches high. Do not 
be discouraged if it shows a tendency to fall over or 
slump down. I have seen a half-completed shield 
topple down in two portions and seemingly for no 
reason. 


To build this shield U not only a tent of paUcnce 


but ability as a potter. It Is not one of the caaUHi of things to do. To 
jna on tho hsmrllo afterwards Is very much Mlmplef. The handle li made 
of a flattened piece of riay carefully welded, top and lioltotn, to the 
shield, after tho shield has become ttlff -enough and solid enough to stand 
tho second manipulation. Smooth the fltuabed plcco by dipping your hand 
in water and rubbing the-clay with the palm. 


If you havo succeeded in doing all th)B you will ha\e aicompllshcd a 


task about as difficult as any you will c\cr be railed upon to perform In 
tho line of hand-built pottery. 
». 


While It \t true that the Inlaying of clay with rlay Is one of tho hard 


thing* to do, the successful building of tho sconce w enough to cause an 
amateur potter to congratulate himself heartily. % 
. Btand the piece away to ary for a few days, then send It to tho potter's 
kiln to be fired. If any cracks occur and you can build them up, wait 
a day or so to see If H i<» a permanent restoration. If It shows any signs 
of going further, tear It down. It is better to do thla than to send it to 
the kiln and have it fly to pieces In the firing. 


When it Is successfully fired, your next interest will be in the glaze. 


The piece in the photograph was a dull brown matt gla«e. This was a 


atcnted glf«e and therefore, the formula cannot be given. Your potter. 
p 
however, should be able to supply yob with a 
good brown matt. This color is very much more 
satisfactory than the dull green matt usually 
used for sconces. The dull, brown is particularly 
attractive-with mission furniture and Is, further- 
more, a color of which one l» not apt to tire. 


By all means use a brown matt glaze, it your 


sconce leaver the kiln In good sh»po. And it It 
do«sn't-even tho best of potters think he has 
done well if he is successful one time in three. 
The work Is possible for tho amateur. A great 
d^al of patience and the desire to do the work 
»rr two of the main atst*1) of ono who sets about 
the pottT's tsuk
